Note Swing of Pendulum. 

House and senate candidates for 
re-election this fall have noted the 
swing of the pendulum. They at- 
tribute its movements‘to Harding's 
handling of the strikes. They are in 
no mood therefore, to have the “buck 
passed” to them for the unsavory 
work of taking up policitally haz- 
ardous industrial legislation. | 

Most of t!: republicans have been 
campaigning with pride on the “less 
government in business” — slogan. 
N’ ny of them, including Senator La- 
Follette, Smigh Brookhart, in Iowa 
and Representative Fess, Obio, are 
going to make their campaigns with 
the Esch-Cummins law as an issue. 
This is the law: which would have to 
be amended to inject “teeth” into 
the railroad labor board. Fess, just 
nominated as the republican cand:- 
date for senator against Senator Pom- 
erene, democrat. in QOhio, cheerfully 
points to his record on smothering 
the “teeth” provision ‘in the labor 
board after the senate, with the aid 
of Pomerene, had put the teeth in.

Statements accredited to Mrs. One- 


Candler, Sr., to the effect that the 
forthcoming wedding will “take place 
early in September in San Francisco,” 
in news dispatches from Reno, Nev., 
yesterday, brought ferth the statement 
from Atlanta’s multi-millionaire, tbe 
belief that she had been misquoted. 

“TI am. sure,” Mr. Candler said. 
“that the words quoted to Mrs. de 
Bouchelle were not spoken by oer. 
The wedding has not been scheduléd 
for September, nor has San Francisco 
been selected as the place for the wed- 
ding. Beyond this I do not care to 
comment.” 

In his confirmation of the approach- 
ing marriage several days ago, Mr. 
Candler said that the wedding would 
take place the latter part of August. 
When asked concerning the dispatches 
from Reno, in which it was stated 
that Mrs. de Bouchelle had just re- 
turned from San Francisco, where she 
purchased her troussean, Mr. Candler 
expressed deep indignation over what 
he termed “unkind and wunwarrant- 
able” rumors which have been in cir- 
culation, to the effect that the~ wed- 
ding has been called off.

Governor's Message.

equalization law is repealed, or its re- 
peal becomes eficctive. If it is sup- 
plied. concurrently with the repeal,

SUBTERFUGE LEGISLATION. 


The Georgia House of Represent- 
atives has passed a bill appropriat- 
ing $975,000 to pay what is known 
as the ‘new class” of confederate 
pensioners, in addition to $226,000 
to pay what the state has long owed 
to pensioners who were placed on 
the pensiorf roll by act of the legis- 
lature in 1919. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
State is unable to meet its obliga- 
tions to those already on the pension 
roll, the house would now further 
increase the treasury deficit to the 
extent of almost a million dollars, 
knowing that there is not a dollar 
in sight with which to pay this new- 
ly proposed appropriation. 

The bill which the house has ap- 
proved was passed in the face of the 
fact that the state will on January 
1 face a deficit of between four and 
five million dollars on pensions 
alone, making the appropriation 
valueless even if enacted. 

So it is a subterfuge, pure and 
simple—the more inexcusable when 
he fact is taken into consideration 
that the house knew, when it passed 
the measure, that it had little chance 
to be reached by the senate.

Aside from frequent change or con- 
stant flow of water in the pool, va- 
rious methods of disinfection have 
been tried, the most efficient being 
ozonization, which is automatic, inex- 
pensive and does not maké the water 
irritating to the eyes and nose as does 
chlorination. An examination of a 
sample of the pool water for colon 
bacilli, as for drinking water pollu- 
tion, is the best test of the efficiency 
of the sanitation or disinfection of 
the pool. Such examinations are reg- 
ularly made by health departments of 
cities or states. 

If the water in the pwo’ is not clear 
filtration should be required, fora 
cloudy or dirty water is hard to dis- 
infect even if the cloudiness or dirt 
is of harmless character.

Origin of the Coastwise 
Canal and Its Charter 


Editor Constitution: With refer- 
ence to the article in ‘he Constitution, 
“Practical Way to Get Terminal 
Legislation,” by James A. Hollomon, 
jand with regard to that portion of bis 
itimely and able article referring to 
Saint Marys elegant harbor, and the 
proposed Saint Marys-Saint Marks ca- 
nal, I would’ like to state, in your 
columns, that the canal referred to 
is the one which my father—the late 
Colonel P. H. Raiford—first proposed 
shortly after close of the civil war. 
In the year 1869 or 187Q my father, 
at his own expense, had the route of 
this canal surveyed from Lake Pont- 
chartrain, just above New Orleans, 
to Saint Marks, thence across northern 
Florida, connecting the Savannah 
river with the Saint Marys river. 

It was known as Colonel Raiford’s 
barge canal, and the purpose of which 
was to connect the great Mississippi 
river and tributaries with the Atlantic 
seaboard at the most excellent deep 
water port of Saint Marys. It was 
not to be a ship canal, but a barge 
canal and the cargoes of cotton, grain 
and products of field and mine of the 
Mississippi valley territory to be con- 
veyed by barges from the Mississippi 
river to Saint Marys, Brunswick, Sa- 
vannah, or other good ports to be re- 
loaded into ocean going ships at any 
or all the south Atlantic ports. 

With e personal effort of my 
father and help of southern and mid- 
dle western senators and congressmen, 
congress granted the right of construc- 
tion of said canal and a charter was 
a granted in the year 1870 or 

‘1, 


New York and the east fought this 
charter in congress, but the will of 
the south and west prevailed. Imme- 
diately after the government sanc- 
tioned. the construction of this canal 
my father took up the matter of its 


_.iconstruction with English capitalists 


and my father found in Liverpool 
and London that Engiishmen, know- 


ing the great success of the Suez 
canal, were willing to finance this 
great western and southern enterprise. 

But my father was growing old— 
having spent the last several years 
of his life in this canal project—he 
was taken ill and nearing his 70th 
birthday he died. The writer, who is 
57 now, was a wee chap then, but 
well remembers how, from time to 
time, a reorganization was under- 
taken for this construction but it ap- 
peared that a leader could not be 
found to take the place of Colonel 
Raiford to carry the plan of construc- 
tion through, but the feasibility and 
desirabi¥ty of this canal has never 
been questioned.

German Chancellor Declares 
“Barbarity of Peace” Worse 
: Than War Itself. 


Berlin, August 16.—“We are stand- 
ing at the death-bed of the German 
people,” declared Chancellor Wirth, 
in a remarkable interview witb the 
foreign newspaper correspondents in 
Berlin Wednesday. 

“Further gold payments in repara- 


tion are impossible,” the chancellor 
declared. “Payments in kind are ap- 
proaching the imposible, as the mark 
drops. And when that impossibility 
comes, then comes social revolution. 
“It is the task of the German gov- 
ernment during the next few months 
t. stabilize our social system.” 
While the chancellor made clear 
that his government is prepared to 
payments “within 
the bounds of possibility,” his talk 
showed clearly that the situation as 
he sees it in his coyntry is rapidly 
deteriorating. 
Brings Out Three Points. 


In a word, Chancellor Wirth 
brought out these three points with 
the utmost clearness: 

First, Germany is unable to make 
further gold payments. 

Second, with the constantly falling 
value of the mark, Wirth sees a grad- 
ual collapse of payments in kind. 

Third, there is danger of social 
revolution under present conditions. 

The chancellor blamed Premier 
Poincare, of France, for the failure 
of the allied conference in London 
this week, where the subject of a 
moratorium was discussed.’ He de- 
nied vehemently the charge of Pein- 
care that Germany was deliberately 
forcing down the value of the mark 
as a part of a scheme to evade repara- 
tion payments.

The chancellor declared the pres- 
ent policy has but one effect—to make 
Germany increasingly incapable of 
meeting the reparations payments. 

“The result of the collapse of the 
mark has been to bring further misery 
on our people,” Wirth went on. “It 
bas brought on disturbance of the 
budget equilibrium. It has cut off 
) necessary foods and raw stuffs, and 
existing goods are being rapidly sold 
out. 

“Outbreaks of the hungry and de- 
spairing masses are undermining the 
authority of the government.”

NEW PHONE DIRECTORY 
WILL BE OUT TODAY 


The new telephone directory con- 
taining about 10,000 changes in tele- 
phone numbers and listing the new 
Walnut exchange, will be delivered to 
telephone subscribers beginning 
Thursday. 

The new directory is not for use 
until after midnigLt Saturday, and 
the telephone compuny announces that 
a copy of the new book will be in the 
hands of all subscribers by that date. 

The extensive change in telephone 
numbers and the new typographical 
set-up of exchange prefixes, is the 
first step in prepuration for the in- 
troduction of machine-switching teie- 
phones in the Walnut office. Initial 
zeros have been added to all numbers 
which were fermerly less than 1,000. 
For example, “Main 28” has _ been 
changed to “Main O02.” In calling 
such numbers subscribers should say, 
“Main ob-oh-two-eight.” 

District Manager Bowden _ states 
that while the machine switching tele- 
phones which are to be operated 
through the new Walnut office will 
not be installed for several months, it 
Was necessary to make a number of 
changes and regroup subscribers’ lines 
in such a way that the introduction 
of the machine switching equipment 
can be made without disturbing the 
telephone service. 

An important change is in the typo- 
graphical set-up of the directory. The 
first two letters of all central office 
names have been capitalized and 
printed in heavy black type. This is 
an essential step in preparing tor ma- 
chine switching, because later on Wal- 
nut subscribers will use the first two 
letters of each exchange prefix in Call- 
ing numbers. However, this does not 
necessitate any change in the present 
method of calling telephone numbers. 
Subscribers will continue to give the 
central office names, just as hereto- 
fore, pronouncing the whole name, fol- 
lowed by the telephone number. In 
the new book the exchange prefix 
“Main” appears as ““MA in,” while the 
prefix “Walnut” appears as “WA 
Inut.””’

It is said of women‘that they have for bargains a passion that no 
man knows. My own wife not long ago came in triumphantly. with a pair 
| of shoes bought at a sale, which cost her nine dollars; in ordinary times 
she could not have bought them for less than seventeen. She was falt at 
that time of economic righteousness: the only trouble was that she. didn’t 
want the shoes and hasn't used them yet. And that is only one kind of 
There are others; there are the cheap hats. that go to pieces 
when you look at them; there are the silky garments (made of mercerized 
cotton) which won’t wash; there are the combs of celluloid, about as safe 
as gunpowder. There are all the things that are cheap and nasty. 

It seems to me that the wise woman should make up her mind that 
one never gets anything fer nothing, 
counter in a spirit of deep suspicion. 
the beginning is often the worst in the end. On the other hand, there is 
a technique of bargain buying which clever women have taught me some- 
thing of. As a rule, in the window of a store there is one thing, and only 
one thing, which is really cheap. Sometimes it gets there by a mistake; 
more often it lies there as a sort of prize to be discovered by an acute 
person who will then go round the city telling everybody how well she 
did at the particular store. The technique consists in knowing values; in 
being able to price as cleverly as the store itself the goods it is showing 
you. I have seen a Persian lamb coat bought for two hundred and fifty 
dollars and replaced by one at four hundred dollars when the bargain had 
gone. If bargain buying be your trade, then see to it that you know your

VARIETY WITH APRICOTS. 

Recently it has been pointed out 
that though the apricot may be easily 
grown practically anywhere that the 
peach will grow, it is a fruit that is 
very little appreciated in this coun- 
try. Americans. for some reason or 
other haven’t made up their minds to 
take advantage of it. Yet there are 
some persons whe actually prefer the 
apricot flavor to that of either the 
plum or the peach. It lends = itself 
very well to the making of various 
desserts. If you can buy apricots 
rensonably this summer it would be a 
good planeto can some. They are de- 
licious for breakfast and will be a 
comfort next year when it comes to 
thinking up new sorts of dessert, Dried 
apricots of a good quality are, to be 
sure, usually very satisfactory, but 
necdless to say a dish.of stewed dried 
apricots are inferor to a dish of 
home-canned apricots. 

Here are some suggestions for 
ways to make use of apricots this 
summer: , 

Apricot Ice. Cream. 

Rub through a sieve enough peeled 
ripe apricots to make a cup of pulp. 
Add a dozen blanched and shredded 
almonds, one heaping cup of powdered 
sugar, and three cups of cream. 
Freeze. 

Apricot Souffle. 

Rub through a sieve enough can- 
ned apricots te make two cups of 
pulp. Cook to a stiff paste with one 
and one-half cups of sugar, and the 
grated rind of an orange. Cool, fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites of eight 
eggs, turn into a buttered baking-dish, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar, bake 
for twenty minutes in a moderate 
oven, and serve immediately.

SHORTAGE OF FUL 
FACED IN MACON 


Macon, Ga., August 16.—(Special.) 
Macon is confronted with the most 
serious shortage in her history and 
many factories are confronted with 
the alternative of using something 
besides ceal onseshutting down en- 
tirely.

Yet Drey- 
fuss’ scouts brought on a swarm of 
young catchers—and just four of them 
are good enough right now for major 
league company. 

Gooch is a star, and this young 
Finnell Jonnard, brother of 
pitcher, would help any club in the 
- majors, 
_catchers—not finished, excepting 
tiooch, but al] strong throwers and 
good men—that he did not know what 
to do with them. He sent Jonnard to 
ine Southern for further seasoning, 
With a string attached, and when a 
howl wag raised he recalled him. 
THE 
POINT. 
- ‘The point is this: If Schmidt had 
not held out, if he had been with the 
feam early this spring, the chances 
ure al] that not one of the young 
eatchers, excepting possibly Gooch, 
would have had a fighting chance to 
miake good in the major leagues.

SIGN OF 
PROMISE. 

The quality of baseball being served 
the public is simply atrocious. Play- 
ers and managers know it, and com- 
plain of it. The sign of promise lies

—and to a lesser extent the Reds, are 
deliberately planning to rebuild teama 
from young material The chances 
are that any team that would decide 
not to scout for players, not to buy 
or draft players, but which would re- 
fuse to waive on the youngsters col- 
lected by the other teams, would cre- 
ute a pennan-winning team, with one- 
fifth the cost of making one by scout- 
ing and purchasing.

August 16.—-Tempera- 
tures were generally below norwai in 
the central and eastern cotton states and 
about normal in the western portion of the 
belt. There was much cloudy weather in the 
eastern portion, With excessive rains in some 
localities, but very dry weather continued 
in most western districts, Lhe progress of 
cotton was generally poor in Okiahoma and 
shedding badly in the central and western 
portions, while in Texas development ranged 
from poor to very gvod, depending on local 
rainfall. The progress of cotton was mostly 
about the average an Arkansas, but there 
was tov much rain in Louisiana. The prog- 
ress of cottun was generally rather poor 
in Mississippi and Alabaina, where it was 
rather too cool, and there was consider- 
able complaint of shedding. Cloudy, damp 
weather wus unpfavurable in Georgia, and 
general deterioration is reported, with seri- 
ous weevi. damage. It was too wet in marry 
localities in the Carvlinas. Although plant 
growth was very good in South Carolina 
and cotton is fruiting fairly weli, there 
has been «a marked increase in weevil dam- 
age in central, easteru and southern por- 
tions, The progress of cottun was poor in 
eastern North Carvlina, but about the aver- 
age in the western portion, with weevil 
damage increasing in the south.—Marvin.

Synopsis of Weather and Crop Conditions in 

Georgia for the Weex Ending Tuesday, 

, August 15, 1922. 

Atlanta, Ga., August 16,—Almost general 
rains were reported over Georgia, except 
the eastern haif of the northern division, ou 
Wednesday, Friday and Monday mornings, 
and local rains in many sections on several 
other days. The rainfall was moderate, 
except on the coast, where large amounts 
were reported Thursday morning. The week 
was generally damp, cloudy and cvol, and 
was not favorable for the best development 
of cotton, which deteriorated in many coun- 
ties. There was much rotting and shedding 
of bolls, or softened by damp weather they 
were being rapidly punctured by weevils, 
with damage serious. Picking and ginning 
are progressing as rapidly as possible, but 
were interrupted by rains in many places. 
Over most of the southern division cotton 
will all be picked by September 1. There 
have been very few new blooms during the 
lnst week, Late corn has been benefited by 
the rain, except that the weather is still 
very dry in the eastern half of the northern 
division, where upland corn especially is 
suffering from drought. Corn is maturing 
rapidly; fodder pulling continues. Rice 
fair to godd. Tobacco is mostly housed, with 
fair grades reported. The weather was fa- 
yvorable for peannts, cane, sweet potatoes, 
pastures, fall gardens, peavine hay, and 
minor crops. Some hay was cut, but condi- 
tions are not favorable for curing hay. Pears 
and grapes are still plentiful.
